More Delay in Police Station 
Building Project Uneconomical 


At the end of Tuesday’s city council mecting, it looked 
as though construction of the city’s proposed police station 
was just about as remote as ever. The contractor's bids for 
the job came in about about 20 per cent higher than the 
architect’s estimates, and about 30 or 35 per cent above 
the $140,000 okayed for the project by the voters. 

One thing that can't be lost sight of, during the easily 
anticipated marchings and countermarchings, excursions 
and alarms and “surveys” which at this point appear inevit- 
able: The city needs a new police station .1t needs it 
badly. Morale is not being improved and law enforcement 
efficiency is being hampered by continued occupancy of 
the present station-house, which at best is crowded, in effi- 
cient, uncomfortable and just plain inadequate. 

Another thing that shouldn’t be forgotten is that the 
city already has lost about $4200 of the funds approved 
for the building. The cost of living goes up about three 
per cent a year. The cost of construction goes up similarly 
—or the value of the construction dollar goes down, if 
you want to put it that way. In other words, the city 
could have supported, with a $4200 honorarium, an indi- 
vidual who did absolutely nothing for almost a year, and 
have lost no more than has depreciated from the bond 
issue voted last April. 

It's about time the architect, the city council and the 
city administration abandon some of their set positions 
and start thinking, about getting a station built. The 
builders and architect, naturally, don’t want to put up 
anything that would reflect on their acumen; they can be 
expected to ask tor funds to build the biggest and the best 
And they 
can cite the six-to-one majority with which voters approved 


police station they feel justified in proposing. 


the station bonds as evidence that a workable majority otf 
citizens would probably okay a unit considerably larger 
unit than the $140,000 one proposed a year ago. 

The council, on the other hand, is faced with crying 
demands from all sides. The cries have one thing in com- 
mon: The special pleaders all want money. 

Whether or not sales tax funds can be reallocated 
from some other project should be given fresh and serious 
consideration.

Public Offices Here Mostly 
Furnished in Spartan Manner 


Furnishing new buildings, as 
every householder knows, can 
get pretty expénSive. 

Public agencies know it, too, 
and every time a new city hall, 
police station, library, or 
school agency building is con- 
structed the office furniture 
salesmen descend, even as they 
descend on new private indus- 
trial and business  establish- 
ments. 

Office furniture costs money 
and this cost, when reflected 
on the tax bill, might raise 
some eyebrows. But so far — 
although the public agencies 
might not be as austere as some 
private businesses —— the tax- 
payers locally have little to 
complain about. 

None of our public agency 
executives, for instance, owns 
anything as posh as some of 
the “executive console” type

Your really BIG business

office and—so we're told— 
play phonograph records and 
maybe cool beer. 

Nothing like this appears in 
the office of most public agen- 
cies: they’re all fairly moder- 
ate in their tastes. 

Atherton is typically conser- 
vative: 

Since the town hall is used 
during daytime hours as a 
branch of the county library, 
the furniture is the sturdy 
wooden stuff typical of librar- 
ies. The city council, when it 
meets, huddles around a plain 
rectangular affair which can 
accommodate the elbows of 
councilmen and City Adminis- 
trator Howard Boren; there’s 
no room left for reporters or 
even the city engineer. 

Menlo Park’s city council sits 
on a raised dais, facing sever- 
al rows of plain metal folding 
chairs. The councilmen them- 
selves have swivel chairs which 
are upholstered and covered 
with imitation leather but the 
dais itself was built by street 
department workers and didn't 
cost much. 

Assistant Superintendent 
of Public Works Leonard 
Klein, incidentally, runs his 
street and parks department 
from an old-fashioned roll- 
top desk. The desk bears a 
suspiciously close resem- 
blance to one shown in a 
photo of the interior of Men- 
lo Park’s first city hall, 
about 1930. 

Most of the desks of adminis 
tration members are of the cur 
rently-fashionable sturdy gray 
metal variety. This applies to 
the city manager and the build- 
ing inspection department sec- 
retary as well. 

About the most uniformly 
furnished public building here- 
abouts is the fire district head- 
quarters, for which furniture 
was bought when it was built 
in 1955. 

The offices of the various 
chiefs all feature furniture 
which matches, but since the 
firemen don’t pamper them- 
selves, all chairs have straight 
backs and little upholstery. 

And in the firemen’s kitch- 
ens and “day rooms,’ plain 
kitchen-type chairs appear to 
be the rule. 

The Menlo Park School Dis- 
trict has about as un-uniform 
an agglomeration of office fur- 
niture as any agency nearby. 
Some of it was purchased from 
federal surplus; some was 
made by district employees: 
some was bought at times when 
new schools were added or 
moved out of classrooms in 
Central School, when that was 
closed. 

The school board itself is 
currently using a desk made 
out of two sturdy rectangular 
tables with a screen of plywood 
along the front which keeps 
drafts from members’ feet. 
The two are joined by a triang- 
ular panel in the middle, to 
make it possible for board 
members to see each other, as 
well as the members of the au- 
dience,

Last week, we explained the 
Administration policies and du- | 
ties of the Menlo Park Recrea- | 
tion Department as recom- 
mended by the California State 
Recreation Commission. Today 
we shall touch on the Areas 
and Facilities of this area of 
Recreation Administration. 

Areas and facilities are 
those physical properties, 
both land and water, indoors 
and out-of-doors, and the im- 
provements thereon, that 
make possible recreation ac- 
tivities. These properties are 
the sources without which 
recreation leaders are una- 

ble to function effectively 
and without which the types 
of programs desired by the 
people determines in a large 
measure the kinds of areas 
and facilities needed in a 
community. 

The Area and Facility func- 
tion of the Menlo Park Recre- 
ation Department is to pre- 
serve, acquire, develop and 
manage recreation land and 
water areas, and is done by the 
following procedures: 

In order to insure the ac- 
quisition and preservation of 
recreation areas and facili- 
ties in sufficient number, 
each in its proper location 
with appropriate develop- 
ments, the department has 
adopted a well considered 
over-all plan of recreation 
park areas for the entire 
community. 

The department has acquir- 
ed and reserved land for recre- 
ation centers and recreation 
parks well in advance of the de- 
velopment of an area which is 
essential to the well ordered 
economical development of the 
recreation plan. 

Space standards for recrea- 
tion parks are met and the land 
acquired even if the limited 
financial resources of the rec- 
reation department oblige it to 
delay complete development of 
some sites.
